ions the horrible results of which 
the press is almost daily called upon 
to chronicle: 


All explosions of coal-oil lamps are 
caused by the vapor or gas that col 
lects in the space above the oil. 
When full of oil, of course a lamp 
cautaips no gas, but immediately on 
the consumption of 
oil begins, soon leaving —— for gas, 
Which commences to form as the 
lamp warms up, and, after burning 
ashort time sufficient gas will ac- 
cumulate to form an explosion, The 
gaz in alamp will exp only when 
ignited. In this respect it is like 
gunpowder, Cheap or inferior oil is 
always the most dangerous, 

The flame is communicated to the 
gas in the oe manner: The 
wick tube in all lamp burners is 
mmsvde larger than the wick which is 
to pass through it. 

It would rot do to have the wick 
work tightly in the burner; on the 
contrary, it is essential that it move 
up and down with perfect ease. In 
this way itis unayoidable that space 
in the tube is left along the sides of 
the wick anfficient for the flame from 
the burnerto pass down into the lamp 
and explode the gas, 

Many things may occur to cause 
the flame to pass down the wick and 
explode the lamp. 

1. Alamp may be standing on a 
table or mantel, and a slight puff «f 
air from the window, or the sudden 
opening of a door, cause an explosion. 

2. A lamp may be taken up quick- 
ly from a table or mantle and instant~ 
ly explode. 

A iamp is taken intoan entry 
where there is a draft, or out of doors, 
and an explosion ensues. 

4 A lighted lamp is taken up a 
flight of stairs, or is raised quickly to 
piace iton the mantel, resulting in 
an explosion. In all these cases the 
mischief is done by the air move- 
ment—either by suddenly checking 
the draft, or forcing air down the 
chimney against the flame. 

5. Blowing down the chimney to 
extinguish the light is a frequent 
cause of exposition. 

6. Lamp explosions have been 
caused by using a chimney broken 
off at the top, or one that has a piece 
broken out whereby the draftis vari- 
able and the flame unsteady. 

7. Sometimes a thoughtless person 

uts a small-sized wick in a larger 
urner, thus leaving considerable 
space along the edges of the wick. 

S. Au old burner, with its air drafts 
clogged up, which rightfully should 
be thrown away, is sometimes con- 
tinued iu use, and the resuit is an ex- 
plosion.

The Examination of the En nests 
Feteer Before Judge By meas hut 
is Thought of His Arrest in Geore 

gta by the Atianta Papers, 


As we stated Suuday morning, the 
engineer Fetner, who caused the late 
accident on the C.,C. & A. R. R , had 
a hearing before Judge Bynum on 
Friday last as to whether his arrest 
in Georgia by unauthorized parties, 
and without the authority of the 
Governors of South Carolina and 
Georgia, was not illegal and unwar- 
ranted and justified his immediate 
release, Judge Bynum held that the 
cause ofarrest was sufficient and ree 
manded the man Fetner to jail, and 
uuder the warrant of delivery grant- 
ed by Gov. Brogden, he is now doubt- 
less in South Carolina tn the hands 
of the authorities of that State. The 
Charlotte Observer gives atull account 
of the hearing before Judge B., from 
which we take the following testi- 
mony ofthe conductor of the train 
which Fetoer was running: 


Wm McKenzie was sworn: He 
said thathe was the conductor of 
the train which caused the accident; 
left Columbia on the l7th with atrain 
of eightempty cars for Augusta, and 
was following 10 minutes behind the 
regular schedule upon which Capt. 
Sprinkle was running. At Kich 
Spring | noticed from his staggering 
while oiling the enyine, that the 
fireman was intoxivated, and in con- 
sequence of this I got on the engine, 
saw the fireman hand Fetner the 
— which was kept on the engine to 
drink water out of, but do not know 
what wasinthecup. Smeit whiskey. 
Following behind Sprinkie’s train, | 
could sometimes see the red lights on 
the réar eur for a mile aud a half 
cording “to the grade. About 500 
yards from Bacon’s where the train 
which we were following went into 
the side track, I saw them waving us 
down, and called Fetner’s attention 
to the fact. He put bis left hand on 
the lever of the whis'te and his head 
out of the window, but did not blow. 

When we were avout 150 yards 
from the switch, I saw we were going 
to have an aceident, and called out, 
“Jim, for God's sake stop!’ Just 
then be blew his whistle and I jump- 
ed tothe brake of the engine and 
put it on, As soon as the crash came 
I went down as far as Spriukie’s en- 
gine then returuing walked to the 
rear of my own train and sat down 
for 10 or 15 minutes on the cross ties. 
I haven’tseen Feiner since theac- 
cident until now. I do not know 
whether he was intoxicated or not. 
The train could have been stopped in 
2) yards, 

Cross examined: We had a light 
train of six cara ; my train was about 
the same length as that of Capt. 
Sprinkle’s; it had eight double 
breaks op it and three train bands. 
It might perhaps have been stopped 
within 100 yards. | saw nothing to 
indicate that Fetner was drunk, and 
I thought he had contro! of his en. 
gine. Conductors are charged with 
the control of theirtrains. The rales 
of the road require that when a train 
runson the side track thatit shall 
close the switch after itand tbrow it 
onthe main live. [ had nothing 
moreto do with my train after the 
accident. I left fearing that the pas- 
sengers might do me some harm,

tion felt by railroad men that Fetner 
should have been arrested by railroad 
men,and the Atlanta (Gia.) papers 
are indignant that the laws governing 
the different States should have been 
violated in that State. Referring to 
the arrest of Fetner without warrant, 
the Constitution asks, ‘tis it kidnap- 
ping and adds, 

Under section 4367 of the code, 
his arrest and carrying away of Fet- 
ner is a clear case of kidnappiug, for 
which the parties may be indicted, 
and if convicted, sentenced to the 
penitentiary forfrom four to seven
